We deciare in favor of the repeai of the prohib- 
itory liquor law of the state of lowa as unjust and 
hostile to tem perance. 

We pledge ourselves to favor and use our best 
efforts for the enactment of a license iaw of $250, 
with power to increase the same from $250 to 
$1,000, as may be deemed best for the public inter- 
estin the various localities of the state, as ex- 
pressed by the legally constituted authorities of 
such locality. ° 

We pledge ourselves to favor and use our best 
efforts for. the enactment of a law which shall 
punish as criminal the manufacture 
snd sale of aii adulterated liquors 
such adulteration being the cause of intemperance, 
and destructive to the health of the peopie. 

We urge upon congress the promptenactment of 
appropiate legisiation to open to settlement the 
lorfelied railroad lands in the state, 

While we oppose all monopolies, we recognize 
the right and duty of the government to give the 
greatest possible libercy to every citizen consistent 
with the rights of every other citizen, and we be- 
lieve snd announce it as one of the fundamental 
principles of the democratic party, that labor is 
the foundation of wealth, and that the laborer 
shculd be the special object of the care of the 
rovcrpment. 

That in President Cleveland the country has 
found a man of solid judement, con- 
ecicentious integrity, unswerving fidelity, patriot- 
ism and courage cqual to that of Andrew Jackson, 
aud in his efforts for economy, for the exposure

THE GROWTH OF THE SOUTH. 


Business and Crops Throughont the South- 
ern States, 

Battimore, August 19.—The Baltimore 
Manutacturers’ Record will publish tomorrow 
nearly five pages of special reports, covering 
the whole south, from Virginia to Texas, 
showing that the prospects for crops and the 
outlook for business in that section are re- 
markably good. Notonly is the acreage of 
cotton, corn and tobacco crops the largest on 
record, but the reports are almost unanimous in 
stating that the yield of those crops, as well as 
ofthe smaller crops, excepting wheat, will 
greatly exceed the best crops ever hefore pro- 
duced. It1s also shown that the crops have 
been made at a lower cost than in any pre- 
ceding year, and the liens of crops for money 
advanced to farmers is much less than hereto- 
fore. The official reports from South Caro- 
lia ehow that while that state will produce 
about four millions bushels more corn, and 
probably over three hundred thousand 
bales of cotton more than last year, the ag: 
gregate amount of agricultural liens given to 
obtain advances upon growing crops is three 
million dollars less then in 1882, notwith- 
standing the fact that intervening years, 1533 
and 1884, were unfavorable crop 
years. In Georgia the agricul- 
tural department estimates corn crop at forty 
million bushels, agaibst thirty-one million 
bushels last year, and twenty-four million 
six hundred thousand bushels in 1883. Re- 
garding corn, the-reports from the whole 
south are of the mot flattering character, 
scme stating that the yield will be the best 
for years ; others . the best 
for tweuty years, and many the best ever 


krown. t is thought by the 
Vuited States commissioner of ag- 
riculture that the increased acreage in 


corn over last year, and the splendid yield 
which is now assured, will give the south not 
less than 50,000,000 bushels corn more than last 
year. The cotton MB it is believed, is safe for 
much the largest yield ever made, and for at 
least one million to one million five hundred 
thousand bales more than last year. 

In tobacco, fruits and vegetables, the crops 
ere the largest ever made in the south, while 
rice promises a splendid yield, and sugar is a 
far more satisfactory and profitable crop than 
in 1884. Stimulated by unprecedented crops, 
business is already showing decided improve- 
ment, and the prospects throughout the south- 
ern states for the fall and winter trade are 
reported as unusually good. In the organiza. 
tion of the railroad and manufacturing ent r- 
prises, there is great activity, and the outlook 
for industrial interests is particularly promis- 
ing. nase

LOOKING OUT FOR DSLINQUENT 
POSTMASTBERS. 


The Chiefs of Divisions and the Special Inspectors 
Ordered to Oatch Up With Delinquent Post- 
masters and Report Them to the De- 
partmentse—Washington Notes. 


Wasuinoeton, August 19.—The chief of the 
money order office and the finance division 
andthe chief special agent of the postoffice 
department has been instructed to call the im- 
mediate attention of the postmaster general, 
or the first assistant postmaster general, 
to all cases of delinquency on the part of post- 
masters, which may come to their notice by 
the reports of special agents or otherwise. A 
special jacket of melon-colored paper is to be 
prepared for such cases,the color being design- 
ed to call attention at once to the enclosure from 


among the mass of papers which reach the 
deske of the postmaster general and his as- 
sistants. Heretofore cases ef this kind have 
been allowed to take the routine course, going 
with other correspondence to the correspon- 
dence clerk’s office, and as a result many post- 
masters who have failed to keep up their 
deposits, have been ableto retaintheir offices 
after delinquenciss have been reported upon

Evidence that the Terrible Work was Done 
by Dynamite, 

Witmineton, August 11,—Captain Wiley 
and Pilot Curry have been overhauling the 
plester and other debris on the steamer Felton 
and have found a ort of metal belong- 
ing to a cabba, a bunch of bright twisted wire 
and a piece of tin, believed to have been the 
lid ofa dynamite canteen. The canisters to 
which such a lid would belong, are one inch 
in diameter, and three inches in length, 
and it would require several of 
them to dothe work of the explosion.

THREE BROTHERS KILLED. 


Ali Meet Accidental Deaths Within Twelve 
Hours. 

Martin’s Vautuiny, Pa., August 19.—The 
violent deaths of John, Wyman and Jason 
Truby, three brothers, which occurred between 
eleven o’clock. on Friday night and eleven 
o’cleck on Saturday morning, has created a 
profound sensation in the village. The three 
men Were sons of a widow living here. 

John was thirty-four years of age and was 
a flagmen on the East Branch railroad. On 
Friday night, about eleven o’clock, he was 
sent to change a switch on the road, and in 
running along the track he fellinto a cattle 
guard. He struck on his head, breaking his 
neck and crushing his skull. 

Jasom Truby, aged 36 years, worked in the 
slate quarries four miles from the village. 
The regent rains had filled several deep cavi- 
ties imthe quarry with water. Early on Sat- 


urdgy Morning Jason went to work. A nar- 
row Femlock board had been laid across one 
of t fall of water, and he was walkin 


over "it when it tip with him an 
threw him in the water. His head came 
in contact with the edge ef the stones, stua- 
oon him, and he was drowned before aid 
could reach him. Wyman Truby, thirty- 
eight.-years old, was a miller. He worked 
near his mother’s house. About 10:30 o’clock 
on Saturday morning he was at work in the 
mill, when the flooring of a grain bin ia the 
reom above him gave way and he was buried 
beneath hundreds of bushels of wheat. A boy 
who wasin the mill ran out and gave the 
alarm, and several men hurried in and made 
efforts to extricate Truby, but the work could 
not be done in time.

Roohefort Calle for an Assault upon Lord Lyonus—

Paris, August 19.—Rochefort, in his paper, 
continues to demand vengeance on England 
for the alleged murder of Oliver; Pain. He 
still thinks Lord Lyons, British ambassador, 
should be made the object of attack by the 
friends of Pain, and advises them to publicly 
insult that gentleman. 

Paris, August 19.—Mr. DeF reycinet has in- 
structed the French consulate at Cairo to re- 
new the inquiry regarding Oliver Pain’s 
death. The prime minister promised that if 
it is proved that the Engltsh offered a reward 
for Pain, the French government will demand 
that England indemnify Pain’s family.

It is 
well known that Mr. Manning, who will 
formulate the tariff policy of the administra- 
tion, is in thorough sympathy with the views 
of Mr. Rendall, and both stand on the Cai- 
cezo platform.

This method, we take it, is less for the pur- 
pose of belittling Mr. Randall than for open- 
ing the door to jobbery. We need hardly 
say thata democratic congress in its sober 
senses will never consent to suck a change. 

The third method, take it all in all, is about 
the ca‘est for the Courier Journal to adopt. 
The spectacle of the western cranks and 
whirky-speculators turning Mr. Randal! out 
to grass, willbea vyery fine one, and will 
draw a Jarge crowd—a large crowd of those 
who honor Mr. Randall for his statesman- 
ship, for his brilliency asa parliamentary 
leader, and for his devotion to the cause of 
geod governmentin the south ata time when 
the southern people had few friends in con 
gress. 

If the western editorial cranks and, whisky 
ringsters propose to turn Mr. Randall out to 
grass, they ought to understand that the 
best partof the democratic party will be per- 
fectly willing to greze with him. Asa mat- 
ter of course, these efforts on the part of cer- 
tain cranks and maleontentsto degrade Mr.

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REMARKABLE FIGURES. 

Southern farmers know that nature has 
showered her favors upon them with a lavish 
bend. They know, too; that thé great was!

Cnection of ceiedis. From these sections, 
therefore, the south and west, they naturally 


: expect to hear reports of profitable farming. 
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country farming must be simply slow starva- 
tion. 

This is the view generally entertained 
throvebout the country. Let us see what 
there isin it. From the report of the com- 
missioner of agriculture itseems that last 
ycar wheat was produced in New England at 
a greater profit tothe farmer than in any 
other part of the country. According tothe 
figures, the six New England states produced 
an averege of fifteen bushels per acre of 
wheat, or a money valueof $20.35 to the 
acre. Illinois gave a money value of $15.22; 
Kansas, $13.04; California, $15, and Minne- 
sota, $10.66. This advantage, in favor of New 
England of from fiye to ten dollars per acre 
over the more favored western states, is abso- 
lutely startling. The west, of course, largely 
leads New England in the matter of corn, 
but here again the latter section makes the 
greater profit. In Illinois the average yield 
wastwenty-three bushels per acre, of the 
value of $10.81, while in New England the 
yield was twenty-seven bushels, of the value 
of $25. Take the tobacco crop. In 1882 New 
Hampshire yielded an average of 1,412 
pounds to the acre, worth $169; Vermont, 
1,417 pounds, worth $184; Massachusetts, 1;435 
potinds, worth $179; Oonnecticnt, 1,128 
pounds, worth $147, On the other hand Vir- 
ginia yielded an average of but 621 pounds 
to the acre, worth $14, and Kentucky 821 
pounds, worth $66. The last report of the 
census bureau shows that the net profit per 
acre of tobacco culture in New England is 
from $69.90 to $222.30. The statistics also 
show a similar proportion of profit in favor 
of New England in other products andin 
stock raising. } 

Such a showing may well cause us to stop 
and = think. It is very evident 
that the proximity of numerous 
large cities, affording a ready and remunera- 
tive market, without the drawback of heavy 
freights, must have a good deal to do with all 
this. But the great point is that this wilder- 
ness could not have been made to blossom, 
and these rocky fields under a bleak and 
wintry sky could not have been made to pro- 
duce without unremitting industry, iatelli- 
gently and economically pursued. 

This is only another illustration of the old 
saying that, ‘‘there is more in the man than 
in the land.’’ If nature had been less kind 
to the farmers of the south and west they 
would have adopted New England methods. 
As it is, they have cultivated immense farms 
in a careless and scattering way, skipping the 
sterile places, and depending upon a large 
area instead of relying upon small farms 
forced to the very highest degres of produc- 
tiveness, undera rigid system. We may as 
well pause here. If New England farmers 
have accomplished so much, fighting against 
nature, what may our soutbern farmers not 
accomplish with nature on their side?

The Brilliant Keutuckian Who Moved 
Crowds and Made Nights Hideous, 


From the Chicago Herald, 

It was in the fall of 1859, after the Indian sum- 
mer ofthe northwest had passed and gone, and 
the air had become sharp and chilly, when Tom 
Marshall made his appearance at St. Paul, Minn, 
He was unseasonably, indeed, wretchedly clad, 
presenting every indication of straightened cir- 
cumstances, but the good people of that city, 
nevertheless, made him welcome, and expressed 
satisfaction with his announcement thathe fn- 
tended to lecture upon the lives and characters of 
George Washington and Henry Clay. The writer 
made his acquaintance at that period and, in 
common with his colleagues of the press and Citi- 
zens generally, busied himself to induce appreci- 
ative audiences to listen to his addresses. 

Althouch unkempt, unshayen and untidy, 
bearing the appearance of a man with whom for- 
tune had dealt neither gently nor renerously, 
Tom Marshall held himself proudly. Straixht as 
bn arrow, he strode through the streets, buttoned 
to the chin in a drap d’ete coat, leaving to imper- 
tinent conjecture the presence or absence of a 
shirt, yet, nevertheless, the very incarnation of 
dignity and assumed superiority. The St. Paul 
people, with their accustomed hospitality, 
fraternized with him in traditional western 
fashion, and asa consequence the bow! flowed 
freely to the music of Mr, Marshall’s superior con- 
versational attractions. Within a brief period 
everybody cameto know him, and as there were 
many noted characters resident at St. Paul at taat 
particular period, tbe flintsof their association 
came together,and many Promethean sparks were 
thereby struck and scintiliated.

When the evening arrived for the delivery o! 
his lecture upon George Washington, Mr Marshall 
appeared sadly under the influence of ‘‘the rosy. 
Nothing abashed, however, he orated upon the 
life, character and services of the pater patria in 
giowing periods and ornate rhapsodies, but inter- 
spersec| with occasional commonplaces 
which grieyously marred the effect of an 
eloquence almost divine. His succeediag 
address upon Henry Clay wasa repetition ol the 
previous lecture in all its beauties oi conception 
on the ove hand and attendant coarsenesses ou 
the other, andthe audiences naturally became 
indignant, if not disgusted. Having reaped a 
plenteous barvest of dollars, the proceeds of his 
lectures, he forthwith proceeded to roam tie town 
nightand day in a continuous orgic. 

His yarlab!le moods, however, caused him rather 
to he avoided than courted, for no one could di- 
vine whether hisown greeting would be received 
orrepelied, One moment he was the embodi- 
ment of courtiiness and gentility, and the next 
he becamequarrelsome and insulting.

Diss¢grees With a Silent Partner, and a Bi!) 
4ekivg for «@ Reesiver is Filed—The 
Prayer is Granted vom porarily, 


J.J. Duffy, the grocer at 65 Peechtreestreet, 
went into the hands of a temporary receiver 
yesterday. 

Mr. Duffy’s trouble is not of a financial 
Dature, but wes caused by 2 disagrcement 
with Mrs. A. M. Murray, who was associated 
in business with Mr. Duffy. when he ‘opened 
that nobby, handsome family grocery store 
on Peachtree. 

The story of the trouble, its origin and pro- 
gress; ie interesting and-sensational, 

No grocer in Atlante is better known than 
Dufiy. Heis # shorty heavy set Irishman, 
genial, polite and clever. He began busness 
in Atlanta on Whitehall street’ with a 

LIMITED CAPITAL, - 
but quickly pushed himself along. A few 
years ago he became associated with Mr. 
Robert Dohme, who now manages a profitable 
business on Whitehall street. The firm of 
Dohme & Duffy made a big reputation es 
femily grccers, and acctimulaved money rap- 
idjy. 

A few years ago a gentleman named Murray 
came to Atlanta from the north and opeaed 
# large - shoo house on W hite- 
hall street, almost opposite Dohme 
& PDuffy’s place. Mr. Murray did 
his treding with the firm, eud quite a friend- 
ship eprang up between Mr. Duffy and Mr. 
Murrey. In thespring of 1884 Mr. Murray 
failed in business.

The convention was called to order at 10:15 
9.m.tbis morning. The committee on perma- 
nent organizatiou reported Hon. John Follett, 
of Cincinnati, for chairman and Hon. George 
W. Hull, of Lima, for permanent secretary. 

The principal feature of theshort speech 
made by Follett waa the strong indorsément 
of the present national administration and 
his a, the convention on the 
favorm®bie auspices under which 
they had met with the national 
government, democratic and state 

romisingly so. The committee on creden- 

ials reported all tne delegations full and no 
contests. W.A. Miles, of Columbus, member 
of committee appointed at a meeting of state 
voters union to memorialize state conventions 
ef the two parties for the re-submission of the 
gecond amendment to the vote of the people 

resented his report, which was reforred 
under the rules to committee on resolutions, 

Committee on resolutions not being ready to 
report the convention proceeded to the nomi- 
nation of candidates for governor and lieuten- 
ant-governor. George W. Geddes offered the 
name of Governor Hoadley in quite an exten- 
ded speech. He paid a high compliment to 
Judge Thurman for the course taken by that 
gentieman in announcing that he could not 
allow the use of his name before 
the convention. Mr. Geddes  con- 
cluded by moving suspension of the rules and 
nomination of Governor Hoadly by acclama- 
fion. General Michael Ryan, of Cincinnati, 
geconding the motion, defended the governor 
at length against charges that he had made 
mistakes. . 

When the motion was put the vote was unan- 
imous and enthusiastic, with the exception of 
a few voices from the Hamilton county delega- 
tion. 

After the committee had been appointed to 
‘wait on Gevernor Hoadly and bring him be- 
fore the convention, W. V. Marquis, of Logan 
county, in a short speech presented the name 
of John G. Warwick, of Massillon, for renomi- 
nation for lieutenant governor. The motion 
was immediately put and carried amid great 
applause. 

HOADLY SPEAKS. 

Before proceeding further with the nomina- 
tion, Governor Hoadly was introduced amid 
much enthusiasin and ¢xplained why he had 
not been an outspoken candidate for the nomi- 
nation. The party had brought him through 
before without much effort on his part, and he 
thaught he bud no right to claim renomina- 
tion under the rules of the  prec- 
edext. The convention being free 
to act without asking, he could 
not he! p to respond to the cail, and with bet 
ter hea!th wou!d hope for even better results 
in the discharge of his trusts. He demanded 
the most searching criticism of all his official 
acts. He indorsed the work of the last legis- 
lature, saying that nothing was done by it 
which Judge Foraker would have dared veto 
if he had power. He ‘thought that 

Foraker, instead of i finding 
with the present’ administration,

bed Cincinnati of Jocai 
Governor Hoadley defined himself as against 
rohibition, and said he did not believe regu- 
ation and texation were eternal. Taxation 
was odious to him. 

After the governor had concluded 
speech, on the motion of the Hamilton 
county contingent, which had objected 
to his renomination, three cheers were given. 

The name of Hon. Charles D. Marin, o! 
Fairfield county, and Judge W. J. Gilmore, o! 
Franklin, were presented tor nomination: for 
supreme court judges, long term, Dub betore 
the call was compicted thename of Judge 
Gilmore was withdrawn and Martin's 
nomination was made unanimous 
by acclamation. The ticket was complete 
by the nomination of Peter Brady for treasu- 
rer, James Lawrence for attorney general, 
Gibson Atherton, of Licking county, for the 
short term supreme court judge, and Henry 
Weifle for member of the board ol 
works.
